WASHINGTON—(NBA)—An economy rio$r aimed at the top brass 


has ricocheted to make life miserable for a lot of lieutenants. This 
was done by an amendment to the last defense appropriation bill, in- 
troduced by Rep. Glenn R." Davis, a Republican of Waukesha, Wis. 


Young Representative Davis enlisted in the Navy in 1943 and 


served three and a half years in the Pacific. He has no particular 
love for any commissioned officers. But when he introduced his rider 
in the last Congress he was trying to keep down the numbed of gen- 
erals and admirals in soft jobs at the Pentagon. 


What has. happened, however, is that the armed services have 


been cut back on the number of officers of lower ranks, while the 
number of higher officers of flag and general rank has remained un- 
changed. 


The Army has been hit hardest of all. In \Korea, there are com- 


panies being commanded, by lieutenants who should be captains, bat- 
tlefield for promotions for heroism and exceptional leadership in com- 
bat were common in the first couple of years of the war. Now they're 
limited to a few a month, only as vacancies occur. 
, -. This hurts morale. > And it makes the young officers think that 
they are being discriminated against by an unappreciative Congress 
back home.

AIR FORCE FARES BETTER THAN ARMY 


The Air Force hasn't been hit as hard as the Army, as yet. The 


reason is thaVthe Air'Force is expanding, and its percentages .of of- 
ficers of various ranks go up with the increase'in strength. But-Air, 
Force spokesmen in Washington say that if the Davis rider is con- 
tinued, it will have some B-29's commanded by lieutenants next year. 


The Navy has been hit so hard by the Davis-rider that it has 


actually had to reduce in rank some 2,000 two-stripe lieutenants, shov- 
ing them back to stripe-and-a-half lieutenants-, junior grade. 
• 


There is no limitation on the number of Navy ensigns and lieu- 


tenants junior grade, nor on Army and Air Force first and second 
lieutenants. 
, '. 


The Davis rider gets its effective economy licks by cutting off 


funds for the pay of officers above limited numbers, in certain cate- 
gories. It provides that for the fiscal year 1833, ending next July 1, 
no funds in the defense appropriation act shall be used for the pay 
of commissioned officers in excess of. percentages of the average 
strength of each service, as set forth in tables. 


For the Army, the percentages range from 0.0003 for generals of 


the Army to 2..3 per cent for captains.- Wlth^an average strength of 
1.550.000 in the Army, this figures out to 4.86' five-star generalsTand 
35.«50 captains. The Army now has only one five-star -genera^oh 
active service, J^e is Omar Bradley, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. 


The other three generals of this rank, who can be called back to 


active service at any time, .are President-Elect Eisenhower, who has 
resigned, and Marshall and MacArthur who have retired at full pay.

viduala who act in concert to obtain financial benefits for themselves. 
It has no nor* virtu* than any other club organized for selfish pur- 


The title of "labor." loosely connoting an uncertain .nobility, 


actually mean* nothing. Most of us labor most of our lives. 


The treat majority of us never Joined a "labor" union and th:>s tn 


to* intended victims of the acknowledged greed of 
fie unions. Ail the rest of us who labor are at 
ieast as noble in this respect as those "laborers" 
who Join unions. 


The principle of unionism vanished long ago. 


The unions became predatory Job monopolies in 
the hands of a few very bad men. The late,Phil 
Hurray and th« late William Green were absolute 
scoundrels, without courage or principle. They had 
BO respect for the human rites of others nor for 
any law but the law of the gang or the Jungle. Both 
had been quavering cowards in the bellowing pres- 
_^__ 


ence of' their early fuehrer, John L.' Lewis. They never dared chal- 
lenge him on any ground, moral or personal, although the compul- 
sions on any moral man in the many moral situations that arose,in 
the Mine Workers and the CIO were such that they convicted them- 
selves of'great guilt by their crawling submission. 


The eulogies to these enemies of "labor" and of morals were a 


disgrace to all those who voiced them. The press covered itself anew 
with shame in its hypocritical farewells to Murray and Green, but the 
time ended long ago when we could expect courageous or even in- 
,teUigent discussion of unionism and its personalities from the Ameri- 
can press. The recent faint roars of righteous journalistic fury against 
Joe Ryan and some of the petty bosses of his locals in New York 
harbor, if they be read with intelligence, only confirm the fact that 
< 


the press dares not attack the menace of unionism in its massive 
whole.' 


Ryan and his union are no worse 


than Meany and Reuther and the 
A. F. of L. ana the CIO. But he 
happens to be caught off be lance 
and may be nigged' with brave 
impunity although the initiative is 
entirely political, not journalistic. 
That is, the Republican party, un- 
der Tom Dewey as governor of 
New York, is running this anti- 
Ryan expose -for a partisan po- 
litical advantage. 
The mayors, 


prosecutors and others implicated 
in the filth are all Democrats. 


As a club, a union obviously de- 


serves no ^special privilege over 
the rest of society. But the spir- 
itual magic of the word "labor" 
addled our judgment long ago and 
the political organizations saw the 
value of mass'endorsements by 
union 
in Congress assembled. 


Unions extorted assessments from 
their members to pay the. cam- 
*paign expenses of aldermen, state 
senators and governors and the 
corruption of the political life of 
the nation, was inevitable and 
quick. 


At the same time, mayors, such 


as the late LaGuardla, callously 
ordered their cops to let unions 
get away with murder at the-or- 
der of boss goons who were known 
to be criminals. la this process, 
the workers who belonged to'-the 
unions lost their identity and in- 
dividual power and became mem- 
bers of a criminal-mass preying 
on their fellow men. The idea was 
hammered into the public mind 
that, assaults*.by mobs acting in 
concert, at the order- of'conspira- 
tors were not only legal but right- 
co-is 'ay contrast with assault on 
one man by another. 


The proposition that A strike is 


a voluntary cessation of work by 
one individual multiplied by one 
or ten thousand is a fraud which 
has weakened the position of gov- 
ernment. The people, depending 
mainly on their press,, but also to 
some extent on ignorant preach- 
ers with no higher motive than to 
be popular,,were led to believe 
that the right t? strike was sacred. 
The people are ignorant and think 
only as they are desired to.' So 
for no fault of theirs they came 
to a dumb, hopeless belief that a 
mob of wild men and women, 


brandishing 
clubs 
with 
razor 


blades in them, throwing bricks 
and swinging tire chains at un- 
offending citizens and driving the 
cops before them in abject default 
of government, were only exercis- 
ing a right to strike. 


As a matter of obvious fact, a 


strike is a conspiracy. No body 
of men from a dozen to a hundred 
thousand individuals can just hap- 
pen to stop work all for the same 
purpose at the same time without 
planning and discipline. The pres* 
ence of a conspiracy in-such a 
case doesn't need laboring. 


But is conspiracy necessarily 


wrongful or should it be a crime?. 


Most strikes are morally as 


wrong as so many lockouts of. an 
equal number of workers would 
be. We told ourselves that the 
lockout' was wrong—it is .even 
criminal, in some circumstances 
today—long before we bowed to 
the equal fallacy that a strike is 
always necessarily tight. 
The 


great strikes.of the auto and steel 
workers were selfish, cruel, pred- 
atory actions of relatively few in- 
dividuals, .not against the com- 
panies but against many times 
their number of other workers 
and government. 
. The ramifications of any big 
strike nowadays are so vast and 
expensive that they should be for- 
bidden by some- law much stronger 
than ,016 propitiatory Taft-Hartley 
ordinance. They never are voted 
by the workers through secret bal- 
lot but always ordered'by the-boss 
goons or one bocs goon, as in the 
case of Murray's terrible steel 
strike. 
. But even if the individuals should 
vote willingly to strike and the ef- 
fect were as wide and harmful as 
the effect-of the steel strike, th« 
law. should forbid them to strike 
because the strike is* a conspiracy 
against the public interest. It is 
no great hardship to continue to 
work at a normal occupation, so 
th* denial of a debatable "right" . 
o£ these many individuals by 'a 
law 
against 
strike-conspiracies 


would do them no harm at all and 
would prevent great harm to th* 
rest of erfclety.

Rail Workers 
Win Round for 
Pay Increase 


WASHINGTON --»-. A million 


and a quarter rail «ork«r* have 
won the first round in their tight 
for a pay boost based on increased 
productivity, it was learned today. 


The Increase, if finally allowed 


by an impartial referee, could coat 
the carriers between 60 and 100 
million dollar* a year. 


Informed source* who may not 


be named amid Paul N. Guthrie. 
the referee, wired the unions and 
all the nation's railroads he has de- 
cided the government does have a 
policy under wag* stabilization 
rules which allows "annual im- 
provement" pay boost* ba»f<J *»n 
higher output per man hour. Gulh- 
rie's next step is to decide how 
much the increase should be, in 
the almost certain eventuality the 
unions and the roads fail to agree 
on that point. 


Here's Theory 


The theory behind productivity 


wage increases is this: Through 
new and more efficient machinery 
and work techniques, the overall 
output of U. S. labor has been 
nteaally increasing, and increasing 
faster than the number of work- 
era. In other words, the average 
output of one worker for on* hour 
has gone up. 


It is very difficult, if not impos- 


sible,' to measure this increase in 
some lines of work. In others, 
like steel, coal or auto production, 
measurements have been'made. 


For the U. S. economy as a 


whole, it has been estimated that 
productivity has been increasing 
since the late '30's at a 2 to 4 per 
cent annual rate. 


Guthrie's decision that govern- 


ment anti-inflation policy does al- 
low productivity increases—in the 
same way it allows wages to 
match cost of living increases- 
is certain to linger rail executives. 
They consistently maintained in 
hearings before Guthrie that the 
defunct Wage Stabilization Board 
never issued an official ruling or 
regulation allowing productivity in- 
creases.
